Last week's ceremonies were a 
far cry from that first convoca¬ 
tion for the graduating class of 
1911, five .years after the univer¬ 
sity was created by an enactment 
of the province's first legislature. 

The first classes were held in 1908 
in rented premises in one of the 
city’s schools. Later they moved 
from the first school to the south 
side of the North, Saskatchewan 
river and it was in this second 
school, also rented, where the 
first graduation exercises took 
place. 

The summer of 1911 saw the 
completion of the first building 
on the campus. The site of the un¬ 
iversity had not been chosen blind 
ly. Alberta's firitt premier and lat¬ 
er chancellor of the university. Dr. 

A. C. kutfierford. selected River 
Lot 5. 

His first view of it took in a le¬ 
vel area, covered with poplar and 
willow scrub One decayed barn 
was located there and the whole 
was “a long way from anywhere.” 

Today millions of dollars worth 
of buildings and landscaped 
grounds mark the university, bor¬ 
dered by several fine residential 
districts. 

That first building, Athabascn 
hall. containM classrooms and dor There being 16 members and two Mi 
mitories, but now holds only a 
small portion of the male enroll¬ 
ment. For Alberta's high school 
graduates and "their parents are 
realizing the importance of the 
education and training the univer¬ 
sity offers. 

Dr. Stewart, in his address, 
pointed out that Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton provided .only 36 percent 
of the 1952 first year class of 1,151 
students. The remainder of the 
province with 65.5 percent of the 
province’s population, provided 64 on a single stem.

McNiven taken at that time shows 
a fine-looking young soldier in 
scarlet uniform. He was the young, 
cst member of Canada's armed for 
ces contingent attending Edwards 
Vll's coronation. The Canadian 
government representatives in 
London for the event were headed 
by Canada's famous prime minister 
of that day, Sir Wilfred Laurier. 

As a further souvenir of the oc¬ 
casion, Mr. McNiven still possesses 
the Coronation Medal awarded 
him at the time as a member of 
the Canadian contingent. The 
hionze medal, with red, white and 
blue ribbon, bears the likeness of 
King Edward VII and the date 
June 26, 1902 

Mr. McNiven had first come 
west, as far as Winnipeg, in 1901, 
but had returned to his home in 
Ontario the same year. In 1903 he 
again headed for Winnipeg and 
worked with a survey party for 
the Grand Trunk Railway and in 
1905 came to Alberta, taking up 
a homestead 20 miles east of High 
Uiv^r. 

At that time, he recalls. Vulcan 
consisted of a livery stable and 
three olher buildings. This part of 
the rountry was Just being opened 
up to homesteads then and settlers 
had to haul their supplies from 
Nnnton or High River. 

Now hale and hearty in his 73rd 
year, Mr McNiven still lives on 
his place 14 miles north-west of 
Vulran and takes an active inter¬ 
est in farming.

Free Freight on Feed Grain 

In the critical war year of 1941 when Great Brit¬ 
ain was cut off from her usual sources of meat, dairy 
find poultry products on the continent of Europe, Can¬ 
ada was called upon to supply much of the deficiency. 
"To encourage such production in eastern Canada and 
British Columbia the Canadian government undertook 
to pay the freight charges on feed grains from Fort 
William to eastern Canada and from Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton to British Columbia. Although the situation 
has changed completely in the past 12 years the free 
freight policy on feed grain is-being continued. The 
•cost from 1911 to the end of 1952 was around $180

The main reason the policy is being continued so 
long after the war is a political one. If the policy was 
abandoned feeders in eastern Canada and British Col¬ 
umbia would have to .pay more for their feed grains. 
The average subsidy is about $7.55 a ton which works 
out to about $2.80 a hog or $1.80 per cwt. dressed 
weight. 

In addition under the federal hog premium policy 
payments have been made totalling $65,8 million since 
1944 equivalent to about 90 cents per cwt. of dressed 
hog. 

Thus, at the present time hogs produced in east¬ 
ern Canada receive a combine <of freight assistance 
and premium benefit of $2.70 per cwt. while hogs pro¬ 
duced in the prairie provinces receive 90 cents per cwt. 
premium benefit. 

Producers of oats and barley in the prairie pro¬ 
vinces have benefitted by the free freight policy to the 
extent that their market outlet has increased. If the 
policy was discontinued livestock production would de¬ 
cline in eastern Canada because of the higher cost and 
would likely incr^ftse in the prairie provinces. From 
the standpoint of pure economics western feed grain 
should be fed to livestock on western farms. 

Any political party who would come out in oppo¬ 
sition to the free freight on feed grains policy would 
be very unpopular among the farmers of eastern Can¬ 
ada and British Columbia. It may therefore be assuuu- 
ed that this policy will be in effect for many years to 
come. —Brooks Bulletin.

In 1952, Mr. Doucett has said, the lives of 1,010 
persons “were snuffed out in traffic accidents, most 
of them avoidable,” to that number killed in Ontario, 
must be added 23,634 persons injured, most of them 
seriously, and the cause in most cases was “rudeness,

arrogance, lack of good marmers, failure to display 
ordinary decency and common sense—here we have 
the causes of most accidents.” 

The personal factor has long been recognized as 
a contributory cause of accidents but this is probably 
the first time that a public official has gone so far as 
to lay the blame squarely on “bad breeding, lack of 
training". The initial responsibility, he adds, rests with 
parents. 

“We must g<5 back to three places,” Mr. Doucett 
declares, "the home, the church and the school.

Sweet Clover Weevil Active 

Several enquiries have been re¬ 
ceived concerning sweet clover 
weevil control. Weevil damage has 
also been observed in a number of 
fields this spring. Anyone grow¬ 
ing sweet clover either in a mix¬ 
ture with other forage crops or 
separately should be watching for 
damage from this pest 

D D.T., Aldrin nr chlordane have 
been found to give satisfactory 
control. The following quantities 
of these insecticides are recom¬ 
mended. 

1. \ to 1 lb. of actual chlordane 
emulsion concentrate per acre. 

2. 2K- ounces of actual aldrin 
emulsion concentrate per acre 

3. 3 quarts of a 23 percent D.D. 
T. emulsion concentrate per acre. 

4. 35 to 40 lbs of a 3 percent D. 
D.T. dust per acre. 

The conventional weed sprayers 
should be used with the above em 
ulsion concentrates. Sprayers 
should be adjusted to put out 8 to 
10 gallons of water per acre. 
Sweet clover that has been treated 
should not oe pastured for at least 
two weeks after treatment.
